S t o c k t o n , January 4 t h — Snow fell here 
to-day 
for 
the first time 
in 
several 
years. 
The fall began about 3 o’clock this 
afternoon, and continued for over an hour, 
covering the ground to a depth of one inch. 
The juvenile portion of the community 
went wild over the novelty, and snowball­ 
ing was lively. 


L o d i, January 4th.—It was storming here 
all day. It commenced snowing at 3 p. m., 
and lasted two hours, ending in rain. There 
have been 2 inches of rainfall, and for the 
season 7 inches. 


M e r c e d , January 4th.—The rain-stoim 
goes off w ith snow, which commenced at 
4:55 this afternoon and continuing till 
nearly 7 P. M , covering the ground more 
than an inch in depth. 
Men and boys quit 
business and commenced snowballing, and 
the town is now wild with excitement. 


M a r y s v i l l e , January 4th.—Twenty-one 
hundredths of an inch of rain fell this 
afternoon, aud for a few minutes snow­ 
flakes were flying, melting as they fell. 
The extremes of the temperature for the 
past twenty-four hours was 29° and 46°. 
Yuba river has fallen several feet since 
yesterday. 
Orovili.e, January 4th.—Four inches of 
rain fell the last storm, and it is still rain­ 
ing. Snow is very low on the mountains. 


L in c o l n , January 4th.—There was a 
heavy rain and snow-storm here this after­ 
n o o n . 
About one inch of snow fell. 
The 
weather is still threatening. 


W i l l o w s , January 4th.—It commenced 
snowing at 11 o’clock this morning. Three 
inches has fallen, but it is melting rapidly. 
The barometer is 2‘J 50, and steady. 


S o n o m a , .January 4th.—The rain-storm 
which has prevailed here since last Satur 
day stopped yesterday, but this morning a 
cold rain set in with every indication for a 
long wet spell. 


S a n t a 
R o s a , January 4th. — It com­ 
menced snowing this morning at 10:45 
o’clock, and continued until 11:45. Over a 
quarter of an inch of snow fell, and snow­ 
balling was indulged iu to the exclusion of 
business. 


S t . H e l e n a , January 4th.—The rainfall 
for the storm was 3.59 inches. 
It was 
snowing lively here at noon. This is the 
third fall of suow that has occurred here in 
fifteen years. 


L iv e r m o r e , January 4 t h .—A t 
7 a. m. 
there was rain and the weather became 
clear till noon. It is now snowing hard. 


N i l e s , 
January 
4th.—It commenced 
raining this m orning at 5:30 and has con­ 
tinued steadily up t o 10 a . m . 
A heavv 
northwest wind set in at 1:30 p. m , and we 
are having an old-fashioned Eastern snow­ 
storm. The weather is cold, with indica­ 
tions of a protracted storm. 


G i l r o y , January 4th.—The rainfall for 
Tuesday was over three inches, causing a 
heavy rise in adjacent creeks, but no dam­ 
age. 
Last night the weather cleared up, 
followed by heavy frosts this morning. 
About 8 o'clock a regular Eastern snow­ 
storm took place, which lasted for about 
two hours. 


S a l in a s , January 4th.—It commenced 
snowing at 2:20 after a heavy rain. 


G o n z a l e s , January 4th.—It rained since 
yesterday morning '.35 of an inch. The 
total for the season is 40.8. 
It is still rain­ 
ing. 
Snow fell two inches deep on the 
mountains, and it snowed for a few m in­ 
utes in the valley to-day. 


R iv e r s id e , January 4th.—The rain com­ 
menced lalliug yesterday afternoon, and 
continued steadily throughout the night. 
Two and thirty-one hundredths inches of 
water has fallen. 


P o m o n a , January 4th.—Four and seven- 
hundredths inches of rain fell since 8 a . m . 
yesterday. The thermom eter is 54°, with 
clearing weather.

Application was made by the latter com­ 
pany to the Southern Pacific to take freight 
and passengers to Mojave, as the road be­ 
tween this point and Barstow is demoral­ 
ized.

C. A. Ogden, of San Francisco, is in the 
city for the purpose of building a Portland 
cement factory. He claims that the finest 
clay and lime in the world for that purpose 
is found here. 


B O R E A S R A M P A N T . 


G rea t G a te on M t. H a m ilto n —T h e L ick 
T e le s c o p e U n in ju red . 
San J ose, January 1th.—A terrific wind 
and rain-storm prevailed on Mount H am il­ 
ton on Monday evening. 
The wind blew 
from the southeast with the greatest veloc­ 
ity ever recorded here. 
The anemometer, 
or wind guage, registered 
as high as 
seventy-live miles per hour. 
The instru­ 
m ent became damaged by the terrible ga’e, 
and is no longer serviceable. 
The velocity 
probably reached as high as eighty miles. 
A heavy rain fell also, but the dome of 
the observatory stood the combined pres­ 
sure of wind and rain admirably, not a 
drop of water gaining access to the inte­ 
rior. 
The dome is considered a marvel of 
strength, as the wind pressure on its great 
surface was enormous. 
There was no other damage to the build­ 
ings or apparatus. 
The storm is consid­ 
ered the severest that has ever occurred on 
the m ountain, and was a surprise to Pro­ 
fessors Clark and Swasey. 
The astrono­ 
mers have not been able to make an obser­ 
vation yet through the big telescope, but 
are putienly waiting. 


C A L IF O R N IA ’S A D V A N C E M E N T . 


S p len d id Show ing: M a d e b y th e C a lifo r n ia 
I m m ig r a tio n A ss o c ia tio n . 
S a n F rancisco, January 4th.—[Special.] 
At the annual meeting of the Immigration 
Association of California, President A. R. 
Briggs, in his report, stated that the pres­ 
ent population of California is estimated at 
about 1,200,000, an increase of about 33J 
per cent, in a period of six years. The 
ratio of increase for 1887 probably exceeds 
that of any previous year, and there is rea 
son to expect that this record may be con­ 
tinued for some years to come. 
The growth of the State is exhibited in a 
comparison of the assessed valuations of 
the last two years with the record of 1881. 
In 1887 the total is $S99.37S.713, for 1886 
$763,395 600, for 1881 $650.401,079. The in­ 
crease for 1887 was $130.933,113, and in six 
years $248,977,634. 
Secretary Street in his 
report stated that 
the Association ha? 
printed and distributed 500,000 maps and 
general descriptions of the State. 20,000 de­ 
scriptions of each twenty counties, 20,000 
pamphlets on the upper San Joaquin val­ 
ley, 100,000 leaflets concerning San Luis 
Obispo, and has circulated 800,000 papers 
provided by different counties. 
The Association has been the means, 
directly and indirectly, of settling over five 
million acres of public lands. The Asso­ 
ciation has sent men to Europe and the 
Eastern States in the interest of im migra­ 
tion, and has located settlements in San 
Luis Obispo county, Shasta county. Mon­ 
terey, San Benito, Santa Cruz. Santa Clara, 
Alameda. Kern, Tulare, Stanislaus, Te­ 
hama, San Diego and San Bernardino, and 
scattering settiers in nearly every county in 
the State. 
A GLORIOUS FUTURE. 
Continuing, Mr. Street stated that the 
perm anent immigration dnring the year 
was estimated at 50.000. In conclusion, 
Mr. Street said; “ The outlook for the 


future of California is most gratifying. 
The railroads are crowded with business ; 
the ho:els are full to overflowing; the liv­ 
ery stables are doing w ell; real estate agents 
and land-owners are selling homes and 
advertising extensively; lumber dealer?, 
hardware, furniture and other merchants 
are rushed to keep sufficient stocks on 
hand. Public spirit Í3 aroused, and new 
roads are being made and bridges built. 
Public institutions are being erected, and 
there is a general air of prosperity all 
around.”

That it is the sense o f th is m eeting 
that a fruit-growers’ asso-qatiou be at once 
formed here, and that iu the interest o f th is sec 
tion of the county there be set out this season by 
this association 500 ncres iu fruit trees.

Resolved, That know ing there are no better 
lands for fruit culture in th e world than the 
la m s of Rio Bonito colony, a com m ittee of five 
citizens be appointed from th ish od ytoascertain 
on w hat terras 500 acres ot th e land for the afore­ 
said purpose m ay be obtained from the m an­ 
agers o f that colony. 
W ithin thirty m inutes after the close of 
the meeting time pledges were made to set 
out fruit trees to the extent of 490 acres, 
and it is believed that shares enough in the 
association will be taken to set out at least 
600 acres during the coming mouth.

A SURPLUS N'OT DANGEROUS. 
Instead of it being a danger, it is an indi­ 
cation of the 
continuous 
increase 
of 
the domestic productions of the coun­ 
try 
and 
its 
foreign 
and 
domestic 
commerce, and of a steady improvement 
of its financial condition. Large surpluses 
had frequently been dealt with wisely by 
Republican Administrations by the reduc­ 
tion or repeal of taxes. Those simple 
remedies Lad been applied on m ainly such 
articles as could not be produced here and 
did not come in competition with domestic 
industry. 
With that kind of “ free ” trade 
lie was in hearty sym pathy. The moder­ 
ate protection given to 


LABOR AND CAPITAL 
Employed in mining and agricultural in­ 
dustries was the favorite point of assault 
by the President and all free-traders. 
U n­ 
der a protective policy the farmer per­ 
formed as valuable labor as the artisan, 
■and the rights of every producer should 
have equal and just consideration without 
fear or favor. And yet the President had 
selected that class of productions, under 
the name of raw materials, for destruction, 
and had especially selected wool as aii 
article not to be protected. His whole 
argument rested on the allegation that the 
price of wool was increased to the extent 
of the duty, and but for the duty mer­ 
chants could buy this wool cheaper iu South 
America and Australia. This argum ent 
was fallacious, because the 


destructio n of t h e w ool in d u st r y 
In the I nited States would at once ad­ 
vance the price of wool iu foreign n arkets. 
But, even if the argum ent were true it 
would apply as well to all domestic pro­ 
ducts and to all manufactures. 
Wool was 
as completely the product of the fa n n e r 
just as cloth was of the manufacturer, and 
as the coat was of the tailor, and the objec­ 
tion that the duty on wool raised the price 
to the consumer applied as well to the duty 
on cloth and on every article on the tariff 
list. 
CHEAP LABOB MEANS DEGRADATION. 
The all-sufficient answer was that duty 
encauraged the production of wool, the 
m anufacture of cloth, and of an infinite va­ 
riety of articles produced bv American la­ 
bor competing with foreign* labor. Cheap 
labor in this country means the degradation 
of American politics. H e had thus en­ 
deavored to give a respectful answer to the 
President's message. 
He was willing to 
correct the irregularities of the tariff and 
to reduce the surplus—not by the vicious 
and undiscrim inating process of a hori­ 
zontal reduction, but by sucli methods as 
would relieve the tax-payer, without injury 
to the laborer or the great productive in 
dustries of the country. 


VOORHEES REPLIES. 
Voorhees denounced the statements of 
Sherman and other Republicans as insin­ 
cere and misleading, and asserted that by 
way of preparation for the coming Presi­ 
dential election the Republican legislators 
were endeavoring to put the President and 
the Democratic party in an attitude of hos­ 
tility to American manufacturing interests. 
Under the leadership of Cleveland the 
Democratic party demanded such a re­ 
vision of tariff, reduction of revenue and 
surplus, and such an administration of the 
powers of the Government as was most 
beneficial to all interests. 
The frosts of 
November would blight Republican mis­ 
representation and rebuke tbe Republican 
Senators who characterized asa ''hum bug" 
tlie fearless and statesmanlike message of 
the President. The subject of taxation was 
as old as the Government itself, and yet it 
was full of interest to day to the laboring 
masses. 
Tbe contraction of the volume of 
currency had always been a policy marked 
by 
disaster and 
suffering, but when 
that 
abominable 
policy 
was 
fur­ 
ther 
aided 
by 
snatching the money 
of 
the people 
from 
their 
hands at 
the rate of $10,000.090 a month, every hon­ 
est mind had to revolt against such wanton 
robbery. And yet the Senator from Colo 
rado (Teller) had sneered at the idea of the 
surplus being of any consequence, and the 
Senator from Ohio declared it was fortu­ 
nate for the country that there was a sur­ 
plus of $55,000,000 in tbe treasury. 
It would be for that Senator—if be 
should become the Republican candidate 
for the Presidency—to explain why it was 
fortunate that the people’s money was 
gathered in the treasury to meet such 
wants of the Government. 
There wa? 
among Republican politicians a determined 
and brazen combination ol mendacity on 
this subject. 


THE PRESIDENT’S CONSISTENCY. 
The President had not departed from the 
declaration ol the Democratic plutform on 
the subject. Tbe declaration had been 
bold, explicit and peremptory. Incidental 
protection to home manufactures had al­ 
ways been the policy of the Democratic 
party. He rejoiced in every element of 
American success. 
He was proud of the 
inventive genius of the country, and its 
vast establishments where skilled labor 
abounded. 
He looked with delight on the 
cotton mills, the blast furnaces and rolling 
mills of the South as well as those of the 
North. 
Proceeding to discuss the message of the 
President, he said : ’’ This remarkable State 
paper was true to the principles of the Demo­ 
cratic parly from its formation by Jefferson 
to the present day, and the thanks of the 
laboring aud business classes of the coun­ 
try were due to the Executive for seizing 
that vital issue with the grasp of a strong, 
honest man, and presenting it in sucli 
shape that it never would disappear until 
the outrages of overtaxation ceased.” 
At the close ot \ oorhees* speech Teller 
replied briefly.

W a sh in g t o n, January 4th.—Represent­ 
ative Felton has prepared for introduc­ 
tion in the House at the first

tunity a bill to amend the immigration 
laws of the United States. This is the same 
bill introduced by Felton in the last Con­ 
gress. 
Also, a bill to increase the duty on plums, 
prunes and raisins to three cents per pound; 
a bill to refund to exporters ot fruits the 
duty paid on imported sugar; a bill to give 
au allowance of draw-backs on the re-ex- 
lortation of imported bottles and corks ; a 
'ill to amend Section 320 of the Revised 
Statutes, referring to the draw-back of the 
duty on manufactures of tin and other ar­ 
ticles ; a bill to provide for the settlement 
of private land claims in the Territories of 
the United States. 
Felton will also re-introduce, with certain 
amendments, the bill presented by him in 
the last Congress to prohibit Chinese im ­ 
migration. 
It provides that six m onths’ 
notice shall be given the Chinese Govern- 
nient of the intention to prohibit the com­ 
ing of Chinese, and that after the expira­ 
tion of that time no Chinese—excep ing 
members of the Legation and students— 
shall be allowed to come into the country. 
The Chinese already here are required to 
register before a Judge of the United Stales 
Court in the district in which they reside, 
and then receive a certificate from sucli 
Court as to the fact of registration, together 
with a description of personal appearance, 
e^c' . - ^ intending to leave the country the 
certificate of registration must be surren­ 
dered to the Court, aud in exchange there­ 
for a printed leave to depart shall be given, 
which in turn shall be surrendered to the 
Collector of Customs at the port of de­ 
parture.

and be disarmed by the officer of the day. 
j. hey reí used to return to their quarters, 
but ¡aid down the arm s at once and then 
proceeded after the enemy. 
At River Des Perces bridge they met tbe 
colored troopers returning, an encounter 
immediately followed, and knives, clubs 
and rosks were used against each other. 
The fight was one of desperation, and the 
white men in superior force were m et by 
the discipline of tlie colored troops, who 
had enlisted ou a second term of service. 
For haifan hour the battle waeed with­ 
out advantage to either side, and on the 
budge anu road and river-bed men lay ex­ 
hausted and beaten down. 
Finally the belligerents, blinded and 
played out, withdrew. 
A colored trooper 
reported the affair at Carondelet Station, 
and he was locked up.

Hoard ot Trade met this af'ernoon. The 
Committee on Legislation, Publication and 
Labor Statistics, through the Chairman, 
Mr. Estee, reported progress. State Super­ 
intendent of Schools Ira G. Hoiit spoke to 
the Hoard in relation to the coming Na 
tional Teachers’ Convention. Heasked the 
Board to lend its co operation to the Slate 
teachers in making the Convention, which 
is to be held next July, a success.

B rin g in g C o als to N ew ca stle. 
W . R. Strong & Co. yesterday received a 
carload of oranges from Jacksonville, Flor­ 
ida. The shipm ent was ordered for the 
holiday trade, but was detained en route in 
the freight blockade. This shipment is the 
first citrus tarload ever brought from 
Florida to California, and is a veritable in­ 
stance of the old “ saw ’ of *• carrying coals 
to Newcastle.” The Florida oranges are 
reputed to ripen somewhat earlier than 
even those growp in this section of Cali­ 
fornia, bat the difference is not much, if 
any. The Eastern markets depend upon 
receiving the first catloads from Florida 
about the first of December, and the sea­ 
son's picking continues from that time 
through to the last of February. This does 
not excel, as to early date of ripeniDg, the 
oranges of Central California the present 
season, as shipm ents were made from New­ 
castle to the 8an Francisco m arket for 
TJh^V-isgiving season—the iatter part of 
,\o>. ::her. 
• 
The fact probably is, that there is little or 
no difference in the time of ripening of 
oranges grown in Florida and those grown 
in Central and Northern California. And 
as soon as the trees now being planted in 
this part of the State come to bearing, 
Florida will not only be unable to dispose 
of any portion of her early crop here, but 
will have to look well to her trade at the 
East, as onr oranges will be equal in quality 
and, being several weeks in advance of the 
orange crop in Southern California coming 
into market, we shall ship our surplus, 
after supplying the coast, to the Eastern 
cities for the early trade. 
In this regard, while the oranges and 
other citrus fruits of Central California and 
Florida will be in competition in the m ar­ 
ket, from ripening at about the same time, 
the citrus-growers of Southern California 
will enjoy the advantage of having the 
market ail to themselves at a later date. 


B o a rd o f S u p erv iso rs. 
At yesterday's session of the Board 
Messrs. Dale, Chesley, Hopkins, Russell, 
Hubbard and others, appeared before the 
Board on behalf of the Howard Benevolent 
Association, and asked that the Supervisors 
allow the organization $350 per month for 
the coming four months. After discussing 
the matter for some time the Board granted 
the request, and voted that the money 
should be paid from the hospital fund. 
Quarterly reports of Koadmasters S. P. 
Boyd, H. C. Kathan and R. J. Ferguson 
were received and placed on file. 
The order of the Superior Court for the 
preparing of the jury lists was received 
and placed on file. 
The District Attorney was instructed to 
commence suit against certain parties in 
Road District No. 8, that a road may be 
had through the lands of certain parties 
who refuse to accept the damages and val­ 
uation allowed by the county. 
The Board then went into session as a 
Swamp Land Board, and allowed demands 
to the amount of $2.914 5G against Swamp 
Land District No. 407. 


EVIDENCES OF PROSPERITY. 


Increase of Sacramento’s Trade Sliown 
by Its Postoflice Business. 
The statem ents Cf receipts and business 
of the Sacramento Postoflice, as published 
from time to tim e during the past year in 
the columns of the R ecord-Union, have 
given unmistakable evidence of a prosper­ 
ous condition and steady growth of the 
trade in Sacramento. 
The reports hereto­ 
fore given, as indicating this, are fully sus­ 
tained and satisfactorily supplemented by 
a review of the business for the last quarter 
of 1887 and a comparison with the receipts 
and transactions for same period of 1886. 
The mail matter collected and delivered in 
this city by letter carriers, during the 
month of December, 1887, and the corre­ 
sponding month for last year, was as fol­ 
lows :

The amount of increase thus shown in a 
single month would, if extended through­ 
out a year, at the same tatio. give an in­ 
crease of 121,248 pieces of mail matter, a 
volum e of business equal to the entire re­ 
ceipts and deliveries of many good sized 
towns. 
W hen it is considered that this is 
simply increase in the business of the 
Sacramento office, it is a significant fact, 
and furnishes supplementary testimony to 
that of our merchants, as to the sub­ 
stantial increase of trade and the prosper­ 
ity that is being enjoyed by the Capital 
City. 
The receipts for stumps, stamped envel­ 
opes and postal cards of the ollice for the 
m onths of December, 1887, and the cor­ 
responding months for the preceding two 
years, were as follow s:

Thus the num ber of letters anil 
parcels registered and sent off during the 
fourth quarter of 1886 was 3,001 pieces, 
while for the corresponding quarter ot 1887, 
just closed, there were 5,020 pieces, giving 
an excess of 1,125 for the fourth quarter ot 
1887. 
The registered m atter received for local 
delivery for the :am e periods gives even a 
larger increase for the last quarter. Thus, 
the number of pieces delivered during the 
fourth quarter of 1880 was 7,114, and for 
the fourth quarter of 1887 it reached 8,411 
pieces, or an excess of 1,297 over the corre­ 
sponding quarter of the preceding year.

A Slight Fall ot Snow in This Northern 
Citrus Belt. 
The Signal Service reports show that the 
storm of yesterday began with a light rain 
at 1 p. m., and continued until 2:45 p. m 
when rain ceased and snow began falling, 
and continued until 3:15 p. m., at which 
time there 
was 
about 
half 
an inch 
of 
unm elted moist 
snow 
upon 
the 
roofs 
of 
buildings, 
etc. 
There 
was 
about 
one 
ar.d 
a 
half 
inches 
of 
snow. Tne snow that collected in the snow 
gauge amounted to .10 of an inch of water 
(melted snow), while the rain gauge showed 
a total of .20 of an inch of rain and melted 
snow combined. This makes 2 50 inches 
of moisture for January, and 5.06 inches 
for the season, as against 3.10 inches to an 
equal date last year. During the rain of 
yesterday the temperature was 34°, and 
while the snow was falling it dropped to 
33°, and rose again to 34° shortly after the 
snow ceased. The wind during the rain 
was southerly, and from 12 to 15 miles per 
hour, while during the time it snowed the 
wind was from the west, and traveling front 
4 to 6 miles per hour. The clouds were 
moving rapidly and low. from the south­ 
west. 
The average temperature yesterday was 
but 38°, being 8° cooler than the normal 
for that day. The highest and lowest tem­ 
perature was 45° and 31°, with brisk south­ 
erly winds and weather clear to rainy, 
snowy and fair. There was considerable 
snow on the roofs of buildings, etc., at 10 
o'clock last night. 
As was said above, the 
temperature during the snow-storm fell to 
33°, while at 7 o'clock the thermometer 
reached 30°, or 3° warmer than during the 
storm. It was said a few days ago that 
there was a stretch of snow from the At­ 
lantic to the eastern borders of California; 
but I expect that for a few minutes yester­ 
day it might be said that an unbroken line 
of snow stretched from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific; but the glorious climate of Califor­ 
nia will not allow such an assertion to stand 
good for more than a few minutes at a 
time. 
The sky at the 7 o’clock observation last 
night was entirely clear of clouds, while at 
7:25 r. m. the sky was clouded. 
The 
barometer is extremely low (29.50 inches), 
and appears to be still falling. The tem­ 
perature yesterday at t a. m. (Pacific time), 
was : For Red Bluff, 32°; San Francisco, 
42°; Sacramento, 30°; Summit (7 A. M.), 
18°; Salt Lake, 20°; Cheyenne. 40°; Den­ 
ver, 30°; North Platte, 22°; Omaha, 22°; 
Des Moines, 20°; Davenport, 38°; Chicago, 
30°; St. Louis, 46°; St. Paul, 18°. 
It will 
be noticed that Chicago, Denver and Sacra­ 
mento all had the same temperature (30°), 
while St. Louis was -1° warmer than San 
Franciábo. This is something extremely 
rare.

THE HAWAIIAN CABINET HAS A 
LITTLE CRISIS. 


R esignation o f One of llie M inisters 
—Trouble Looked F or—Gen­ 
eral Bad F eeling.

San F rancisco, January 4th.—The brig 
Consuelo, which arrived this afternoon from 
the Sandwich Islands, brings later intelli­ 
gence concerning the disturbed state of af­ 
fairs in Kalakaua's island empire. It ap­ 
pears that a Cabinet crisis is on ; that God­ 
frey Urown, Minister of Foreign Aflairs, 
has abandoned his post, and that Premier 
Green is said to be contemplating a like 
step. Brown, it is said, is a warm sup­ 
porter of Green and the open enemy of At­ 
torney-General Ashford and L. B. Thurs­ 
ton, the Minister of the Interior. Prem ier 
Green's resignation is expected to follow 
shortly, aod if such is the case the Ashford 
and Thurston factions will be at the head 
of affairs. 
The situation of affairs when the Con­ 
suelo left, on the 24th of December, was 
not assuring. Brown's place was vacant, 
Green's tenure was shaky, and the Supreme 
Court was expected to decide as to the 
legality of the King’s vetoes on the day fol­ 
lowing Christmas. 
It was believed that a 
decision, whether for or against the King, 
would lead to serious trouble. 


kalakaua’s plans. 
On the authority of the Honolulu Bul­ 
letin it is stated that rumors have been 
floating about that the King intends to 
take matters in his own hands in case ol an 
unfavorable decision, and to promulgate a 
new Constitution. 
The natives would then be appealed to to 
bear him out, and the Household Guards 
and other m ilitary organizations held in 
readiness with a view of suppressing any 
outbreak. It is admitted by all that only 
the presence of the foreign men-of-war in 
the harbor of Honolulu preserves the 
peace. The war vessels already at anchor 
are the British steamers Conquest and Car­ 
oline, the French flagship Duquesne, the 
United State men-of-war Vandalia, Mohi­ 
can and Juniata, besides the contemptible 
little tub, the Kaiiuiloa, carrying the ila- 
waiian flag. 


T H E W A R R IN G M IN IST E R S. 
Hard feelings exist between the Brown 
party and the Ashford and Thurston fac­ 
tions, because Mr. Brown, before resigning, 
told his friends on the outside of his inten­ 
tion before he had anything to say to Ash­ 
ford and Thurston. This is considered a 
gross violation of official etiquette, if not a 
direct insult. 
The Bulletin, reviewing the status of the 
Kingdom, and the stability of the new Con­ 
stitution, say s: “ At the very best, the 
Constitution makes Ministers responsible to 
the King ; it does not make them respons­ 
ible to the Legislature or 'h e people. The 
King appoints and removes his Ministers. 
That is the plain reading of the Constitu­ 
tion in tills regard ; but Ministers are fight­ 
ing to free themselves from responsibility 
to the King, as has been already shown bv 
the Bulletin, and are seeking to’be respons­ 
ible only to their own consciousness of 
duty.”

Commercially the country is in a bad 
condition.

with San Francisco, 
w hile reviving somewhat, lias fallen oil 
woefully since the revolution. Capital is 
going elsewhere, particularly to the Pacific 
coast. Among those who have invested 
heavily here are Mr. Bishop, the banker, 
and others. 
The Bulletin says : “ The development 
of plantation interests does not depend 
upon a change ot government, and cannot 
be set down to that account. 
But what 
must be taken into account is the with­ 
drawal of capital from this kingdom and 
its investment on the I’acitic coast. This 
outward movement of capital has been 
greatly accelerated since June JOth. and it 
has now assumed 
serious proportions. 
Thick-and-thin backers of that movement 
are sending away their money for invest­ 
ment. Does that look like confidence?”

W ilder in the promotion of their schemes 
of colonization and building 
railroads. 
Neither will they let Austin have any­ 
thing. H e is trying to sell plantations in 
London.

If 
he does there will be trouble. He wants 
to appoint Judge Hardie, of Kauai, to the 
Supreme Bench, but would : t appoint S. 
B. Dole.
